OUR YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS 

It is indeed significant to notice that our youth move- 
ments have sprung up just in recent years. There have 
been, since Adam and Eve’s sons and daughters, young 
people, but Christian youth organizations have just come 
into being during our lifetime. 

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR, ORGANIZED FEBRUARY 2, 
1881. Only nineteen years before I discovered America, 
to be exact, in the year 1881, Feb. 2, the Christian En- 
deavor, a religious society, was organized in the Williston 
Congregational Church of Portland, Maine, by Frances 
E. Clark. Its purpose is distinctly religious, and the full 
privileges of membership are extended to any society 
that belongs to an Evangelical church and adopts the 
name and pledge of the organization. This included the 
youth and everyone who would take the pledge. The pledge 
includes an agreement to be a regular attendant at the 
weekly prayer meeting, which is conducted by each local 
society. In 1926, the organization had extended into sixty 
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countries, sponsored by more than eighty religious de- 
nominations, and the membership then had reached over 
3,500,000. 

EPWORTH LEAGUE, ORGANIZED MAY 15, 1889. Then 
only eleven years before my birth year, the beginning of 
this century (1900), the Epworth League, a society of the 
young people, was founded May 15, 1889. This society was 
organized for the purpose of promoting Christian living 
according to the standards of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The motto: “Look Up, Lift Up.” The local 
branches are known as chapters. The League was ex- 
tended to the M. E. Church, South, and the Methodist 
Church of Canada. In 1926, they had a membership of 
over two million. 

BAPTIST YOUNG PEOPLE’S UNION, ORGANIZED 1891. 
Two years later, or only nine years before 1900, the 
B.Y.P.U., a religious organization in which are united 
many of the young people’s societies that are connected 
with the Baptist Churches of America and Canada, was 
organized. 

BOY SCOUTS OF AMERICA, INCORPORATED, FEBRU- 
ARY 6, 1910. Boy Scouts was first organized in England, 
by Lieut. General S. S. Baden Powell. It is not a religious 
organization, but has as its objective the mental, moral 
and physical training of its members so that they may 
become good citizens and live up to their motto: “Be 
Prepared.” It is composed chiefly of boys from twelve to 
eighteen, and the boys must promise, “On my honor I 
will do by best to do my duty to God and my country.” 
The Boy Scouts of America has the distinction of being 
one of the six societies authorized by Congress. This was 
done in June, 1916. But notice, this movement to en- 
courage the youth was begun only a few years ago—1910. 

OUR OWN YOUTH MOVEMENT 

The Young People’s Endeavor (Y.P.E.) had its begin- 
ning about a score of years ago in our local churches, 
spreading to state-wide proportions in the North (Michi- 
gan) and in the South (Florida) until, at the General 
Assembly 1928, the North and the South united and the 
national Young People’s Endeavor was organized. 

MICHIGAN 

It was my privilege to address the Young Harvesters’ 
Club in Detroit in 1927. At that time they had an en- 
thusiastic group of young workers (incidentally this was 
the time Bishop S. W. Latimer, pastor of the North Cleve- 
land Church, was the evangelist during the revival there, 


and I was the singing assistant). I was very favorably. 


impressed with these young people and with the consti- 
tution and bylaws which they had on a large placard 
beautifully drawn by a local artist and a member of their 
club. They had great aspirations that the Young Har- 
vesters’ Club would become a national movement. 

I quote from Rev. M. P. Cross’ article entitled “History 
of Our Youth Movement,” as. it appeared in the Illinois 
State News, February, 1947: 

“In the years of 1927 and 1928, in the State of Michigan, 
we began to see the need of more than independent 
local bands of young people, and by the end of 1927 we 
had a pretty good state-wide movement in the few 
churches in Michigan where I was serving as overseer

at that time. Our constitution and bylaws were made 
up and a beautiful drawing of a shock of wheat helped 
to represent the Young Harvesters’ Club. Brother John 
Zaukelies and Brother Houston R. Morehead, present 
overseer of Michigan, only a lay member at the time, are 
due much credit for taking the lead in organizing and 
teaching in these clubs, as well as making the drawings 
for our charter. In the fall of 1928, before starting to the 
24th Annual Assembly, Brother: Houston Morehead and 
I, with the help of some of the other young people, 
spent many hours planning and praying about and pre- 
paring a resolution for me to present to the Council at 
the Assembly, and when we left for the Assembly a num- 
ber of young people were left behind who were praying 
for the success of our plans. 

“TI found that the State of Florida had a state organi- 
zation similar to ours, which, because of Florida being 
one of our stronger states, was much larger than the one 
in Michigan, and that there were many local efforts being 
put forth in other states.” 

FLORIDA 

In 1928, Rev. R. P. Johnson, state overseer of Florida, ap- 
pointed a constitution committee to draft a state young 
people’s organization. The committee, consisting of pastors 
U. D. Tidwell, Fort Myers, chairman; H. L. Chesser, of 
Coconut Grove; and F. M. Waldron, of Largo, met in Fort 
Myers, and later that same year at the state convention at 
Orlando, Florida, and there the state adopted a constitu- 
tion and bylaws and named the organization the “Church 
of God Young People’s Endeavor.” 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 1928 

This is the General Assembly at which time our late 
Brother F. J. Lee, General Overseer, slipped away to be 
with Jesus; when our youth organization came into being 
and assumed their part of this great ministry. “A com- 
mittee was appointed to work out the details of the plan. 
Brothers E. C. Clark, H. L. Chesser, and I (I believe there 
were two others) were on this committee. Brother 
Clark asked to be excused because of other duties, so 
Brother Houston R. Morehead, who had been licensed 
as an evangelist by this time, was appointed to serve 
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in his stead. This committee agreed to accept the name 
used in Florida, ‘Church of God Young People’s En- 
deavor,’ as the name of the international organization. 
(I still have a warm spot in my heart for our Young 
Harvesters’ Club.) Thus, the great youth movement in the 
Church of God began to spring up.”—-Jllinois State News. 

Immediately following the 1928 Assembly, all the states, 
through their respective state overseers acting as state di- 
rectors, began to extend the Y.P.E. into all the local 
churches, and for years the work has continued to grow. 

In 1945, a national youth committee, consisting of E. L. 
Simmons, R. R. Walker, Ralph Williams, Robert Johnson, 
and Paul Stallings, was appointed for the purpose of re- 
vitalizing the youth movement. In 1946, a splendid con- 
gress was held prior to, and in connection with our last 
General Assembly in Birmingham. Here many phases of 
the youth department were studied by the various work- 
study groups, which resulted in definite objectives and 
plans being outlined for greater expansion of our youth 
movement. Rev. Ralph Williams was selected as National 
Youth Director, who has given full-time service since the 
Assembly. The National Youth Committee—Ralph Wil- 
liams, Paul Stallings, Brady Dennis, Robert Johnson, and 
E. T. Stacy—have had two meetings with state youth di- 
rectors and have scheduled four special regional meetings. 
The first, the Southwestern District, is to be held at Fort 
Worth, Texas, March 24, 25, 26; the second, the Southeast- 
ern District, at Macon, Georgia, April 1, 2, 3; the third, the 
Northeastern District, at Cincinnati, Ohio, April 8, 9, 10; 
the fourth, the Northwestern District, at Lemmon, South 
Dakota, May 7, 8, 9. These meetings are for promotional 
purposes. As you no doubt know, the youth organization is 
sponsoring the standardization of our Sunday Schools, 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools, local church libraries, and 
teacher-training courses, and encouraging the organizing 
of Boy Scouts. At the present they are engaged in a sub- 
scription campaign to increase the circulation of the 
Evangel and Lighted Pathway. Already the Workers’ Bul- 
letin has reached a good circulation and is still climbing. 
These young people really have a great program. 

Beginning with the March issue, the youth will have 
seven pages of the Lighted Pathway, especially used in the 
promotion of the youth movement. Frankly, these young 
men “see visions” (have vision) while, shall I say, 
some of us older men “dream dreams”—you remember the 
Bible said it would be that way. 

Although it is only in these recent years that the youth 
of our world have been especially recognized by the various 
churches, they have in this short time made most out- 
standing progress, so that now they merit our best con- 
sideration, counsel and cooperation. May God bless them 
and us every one, to do the greatest piece of work possible 
during these last and closing days. 
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Fulfillment of the Gentile 
Period

Sermonette preached on the “Church 
of God Holiness Hour” over WTIK 


Sunday, January 11, 1948. 


Romans 11:25, “For I would not, 
brethren, that ye should be ignorant 
of this mystery, lest ye should be wise 
in your own conceits; that blindness 
in part is happened to Israel, until 
the FULNESS OF THE GENTILES BE 
COME IN.” 

Is the fulness of the Gentiles about 
to come in? I have been wondering, 
in the light of current events, if it 
is not so. At least, we have some food 
for thought here. 

Recently, the United Nations voted 
for the partitioning of Palestine. This 
will mean that in the near future 
the Jews will be able to enter into 
Palestine (at least part of it) to make 
it their home again, after so many 
hundreds, yea thousands, of years 
since they lost Palestine as their na- 
tion and soil. Nevertheless, the Bible 
has plainly stated that in the last 
days the Jews shall return to their 
homeland, as in Deuteronomy 30:3, 
5 (it would be good for you to read 
the whole chapter for further study 
on the subject), “That then the Lord 
thy God will turn thy captivity, and 
have compassion upon thee, and will 
return and gather thee from all the 
nations, whither the Lord thy God 
hath scattered thee. And the Lord 
thy God will bring thee into the land 
which thy fathers possessed, and thou 
shalt possess it; and he will do thee 
good, and multiply thee above the 
fathers.” 

Isaiah 11:11 (read Isaiah 11:10-16), 
“And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall set his hand 
again the second time to recover the 
remnant of his people, which shall 
be left, from Assyria, and from Egypt, 
and from Pathros, and from Cush, 
and from Elam, and from Shinar, and 
from Hamath, and from the islands 
of the sea.” 
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Jeremiah 23:3, “And I will gather 
the remnant of my flock out of ali 
countries whither I have driven them, 
and will bring them again to their 
folds; and they shall be fruitful and 
increase.” 

Other scriptures on the return of 
the Jews to their homeland are Jer. 
16:15; Zeph. 3:20; Zech. 10:10. 

Then we have a lecture by the great 
apostle Paul to the Gentiles as writ- 
ten in Romans. He tells us. about 
the Jews being natural branches of 
the olive tree, but because of their 
disobedience they had been cut off 
and we Gentiles, the wild olive tree, 
were grafted into the true olive tree; 
however, Paul informs us that they 
again, the second time, will be grafted 
into their own olive tree. Let us read 
some of Paul’s lecture that concerns 
us today Rom. 11:17, 18, “And if some 
of the branches be broken off, and 
thou, being a wild olive tree, wert 
graffed in among them, arid with 
them partakest of the root and fat- 
ness of the olive tree; boast not 


‘against the branches (the Jews).” 


The 20th verse says, “Well; because 
of unbelief they were broken off, 
and thou standest by faith. Be not 
highminded, but fear.” Verse 21, “For 
if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest he also spare 
not thee.” And now the 24th and 
25th verses, “For if thou wert cut out 
of the olive tree which is wild by 
nature, and wert graffed contrary to 
nature into a good olive tree: how 
much more shall these, which be the 
natural branches, be graffed into 
their own olive tree? For I would 
not, brethren, that ye should be igno- 
rant of this mystery, lest ye should 
be wise in your own conceits; THAT 
BLINDNESS IN PART IS HAPPENED 
TO ISRAEL, UNTIL THE FULNESS 





OF THE GENTILES BE COME IN.” 
Notice, the Jews will not get to re- 
turn to the fold of God UNTIL the 
fulness of the Gentiles be come in. 
Therefore, it behooves us to be 
ready for the end of this period 
of time, because of the recent de- 
cision of the United Nations. The 
unsaved Gentiles need to fear the 
results, while the Gentiles that have 
been grafted into the true olive 
tree (that is, have accepted Jesus 
Christ into their lives, He being part 
of them and He in them) need not 
fear the fulness of our time coming, 
because it means the rapture will 
take place in our behalf. Yes, the 
Gentiles who have come into the fold 
of God will be taken out of the way 
when Jesus comes in the clouds of 
glory, to be ever with the Lord, that 
God may deal directly with His people 
the Jews, while we are in heaven 
with His Son, Jesus. After the great 
and terrible tribulation, the remnant 
of the Jews will be saved and we who 
will have been raptured will be unit- 
ed, ever to be God’s chosen people.

THE MINISTRY OF JOHN 


The whole world groped in spiritual 
darkness. The duration of the dreadful 
drouth from Malachi to John the 
Baptist was about four hundred years, 
during which time generations were 
born, lived, and died, knowing little 
of spiritual life. 

John the Baptist was sent from God 
to prepare the way of the Lord. He led 
great multitudes from the darkness of 
night into the dawn of the gospel light, 
baptizing his disciples unto repent- 
ance, teaching them that another 
would come after him who would bap- 
tize them with the Holy Ghost and fire. 


Matthew 3:11, “I indeed baptize you 
with water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier than 
I, whose shoes I am not worthy to 
bear: he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire.” 


THE MINISTRY OF CHRIST 


When Christ began His ministry, the 
people who sat in darkness saw great 
light, and to them who sat in the re- 
gion and shadow of death light sprang 
up. Men and women were forgiven 
of their sins. All manner of sickness 
and diseases were healed, devils were 
cast out, blinded eyes were made to see 
again, the incurable lepers were 
cleansed, the dead brought back to 
life, and the plan of full redemption 
and the baptism with the Holy Spirit 
was revealed unto His called-out ones. 

Christ’s first demand of all men was 
to repent of their sins. During His more 
than three years of preaching, many 
thousands did repent and their names 
were written in heaven. From the 
great multitude of disciples He select- 
ed twelve men whom He called apos- 
tles. They were to be the leaders in the 
church that He declared He would 
build. These men lived very close to 
their Master, often sitting at His feet, 
listening to His instructions pertaining 
to the gospel that He was about to 
commit unto them. The gospel in- 
cludes many features, but in this chap- 
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ter we shall deal only with His instruc- 
tions about the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost, with which they were after- 
wards to be baptized. 


THE HOLY GHOST NOT YET GIVEN 

John 7:37, 39, “In the last day, that 
great day of the feast, Jesus stood and 
cried, saying, If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me, and drink. (But this 
spake he of the Spirit, which they that 
believe on him should receive: for the 
Holy Ghost was not yet given; because 
that Jesus was not yet glorified.) ” On 
the last day of the feast of the pass- 
over Jesus stood beholding the great 
throngs crowding Jerusalem. He cried, 
and invited the thirsty unto Him, 
offering them water to drink, living 
water, yes, and a bountiful supply, 
even rivers of water. He was speaking 
of the Holy Ghost that they who 
believed on Him should receive. At that 
time many thousands had been saved 
from their sins and had their names 
recorded in heaven, but the Holy 
Ghost had not yet been given. 

“The Holy Ghost was not yet given” 
does not imply that He was not, or had 
not been in the world to do His work 
among men. The Holy Spirit has 
always had His work among men, but 
now Christ had come, and the whole 
plan for the salvation of men was to 
be changed. Before the law and under 
the law, religion was ceremonial and 
sacrificial—the offering of blood of in- 
nocent beasts for the sins of guilty 
men, which could never take away 
sins. But now the time was at hand 
that Christ should die, shed His own 
blood and perfect a new plan of sal- 
vation, cleansing man from ail inward 
sin, sanctifying him wholly — soul, 
body, and spirit. 

I Thessalonians 5:23, “And the very 
God of peace sanctify you wholly; and 
I pray God your whole spirit and soul 
and body be preserved blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Under the new and perfected plan 
of redemption, the human body is so 
washed, cleansed, swept, and gar- 


nished that it becomes a fit temple in 
which the Holy Ghost is pleased to 
dwell. 

I Corinthians 6:19, “What? know ye 
not that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost which is in you, which 
ye have of God, and ye are not your 
own?” : 

The redemption is bought with a 
great price. The truly consecrated 
child of God has sold his soul, body, 
and spirit to God, and is no more his 
own; therefore, the Holy Ghost comes 
in to dwell from that time to the end 
of his life on earth. 

The Holy Ghost was not yet given, 
“But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him should 
receive,” and which they did receive 
on the day of Pentecost. Never before 
in the history of man had He (the 
Holy Spirit) come into man and tak- 
en up His abode, to speak, move, and 
guide man, and to give power, as He 
did during the great outpouring of 
the Spirit upon His devoted disciples 
as they tarried in the upper room of 
the Temple in Jerusalem, as He did 
throughout the history of the early 
Church, and as He does today in 
every nation under heaven. 


THEIR LAST MEETING BEFORE 
HIS DEATH 


Now let us listen to Jesus in the last 
meeting He had with His disciples be- 
fore He suffered. They were in an 
upper room of a goodman’s house in 
Jerusalem. It was on this occasion 
that He washed His disciples’ feet, in- 
stituted the Lord’s Supper, and gave 
much advice. John the beloved dis- 
ciple devoted five chapters of his book 
(from the 13th to the 17th) to this 
one meeting. He knew the hour was 
near when He would be crucified, aft- 
er which it was His Father’s plan and 
promise that His people should be 
filled with the Holy Ghost; therefore, 
in this last meeting before He died, 
He gave to them further instructions 
about the Holy Ghost whom they were 
to receive. 
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THE HOLY GHOST TO BE RE- 
CEIVED AS A REWARD OF 
OBEDIENCE 

John 14:15-17, “If ye love me, keep 
my commandments. And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever; Even the Spirit of 
truth; whom the world cannot receive, 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know him; for 
he dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.” 

As they sat around the table of the 
holy supper, Jesus spoke the above 
words, referring to the Holy Ghost as 
the Comforter, further calling Him 
the Spirit of truth. He promised His 
disciples that He would pray the 
Father to send Him, and'‘assured them 
of His ever abiding with them. 

The condition on which they could 
receive the Holy Spirit was, “Keep my 
commandments.” To be awarded this 
blessing, they must be faithful and 
obedient. This statement is in accord 
with the words of St. Peter and the 
other apostles. As they were making 
their defense before the Sanhedrin 
Council in Jerusalem, they said, Acts 
5:32, “And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the Holy 
Ghost, whom God hath given to them 
that obey him.” 

If the disciples had been disobe- 
dient to His commandments, they 
never would have received the Holy 


Ghost as they did on the day of 
Pentecost. 
THE HOLY GHOST IS FOR SAVED 


MEN ONLY 

The apostles were already saved 
men. Jesus told them that the Holy 
Ghost was with them; yes, with them, 
because they were converted men, had 
repented of their sins and had been 
baptized in water. They had also been 
preaching the gospel, healing the sick, 
and baptizing their converts. The 
Holy Spirit was with them as He is 
with all converted and saved men, 
but being with them was not enough, 
Jesus declared, “... and shall be in 
you.” There is a difference in the Holy 
Ghost being with men and men being 
baptized with Him. He was with the 
apostles before the day of Pentecost, 
and on the day of Pentecost they were 
filled with the Holy Ghost and began 
to speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave utterance. They had never 
done this before. 

The same John who quoted Jesus 
in the above statement, relative to the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, also, 
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quoted Him when Jesus was speaking 
to Nicodemus about conversion, or 
being saved from his sins, or as Jesus 
referred to the experience, “BORN of 
THE SPIRIT,” or “BORN AGAIN.” 
All the statements refer to a man 
being saved from his sins, or coming 
into spiritual life. Read carefully the 
following words of Jesus to unsaved 
Nicodemus. John 3:5-7, “Jesus an- 
swered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh; and that 
which is born of the Spirit is spirit. 
Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again.” Jesus did not 
talk to Nicodemus about being filled 
with the Spirit, because he was an 
unconverted man. He talked to him 
about being born again. 

The apostles were already convert- 
ed, had their names written in heaven, 
and were fit candidates for the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost. Jesus, 
therefore, did not talk to them about 
repentance and the new birth, but 
about obedience and being filled with 
the Spirit. 

Repentance and the new birth is 
for men who are of the world; the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost is for 
men who are not of the world, as the 
disciples were not of the world, be- 
cause Jesus had called and saved 
them from the world. They were 
devout men and their next move was 
to wait upon God for. the infilling of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Jesus continued His talk to the 
disciples, speaking very earnestly 
about their relationship with Him and 
His Father. As He spoke, He was in- 
terrupted by Judas (not Iscariot) 
with the question, “Lord, how is it that 
thou wilt manifest thyself unto us, and 
not unto the world?” Jesus was pour- 
ing out His very soul to them, because 
they were not of the world. If they 
had been of the world, He would have 
been preaching and demanding re- 
pentance; but He was giving them 
His last instruction before He suf- 
fered. Here He seemed to pause and 
turn a little from the course of con- 
versation, saying, “These things have 
I spoken unto you, being yet present 
with you.” In the next verse He 
proceeds to explain some of the bene- 
fits that they may expect after the 
Comforter is come to them.

John 14:26, “But the Comforter,

which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatso- 
ever I have said unto you.” 

The Lord did not expect His 
disciples to remember everything that 
He told them, but since they were to 
be partakers of the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence, as He said, “Whom 
the Father will send in my name,” you 
can depend on Him to bring all things 
to your remembrance. 

He was still talking to those good 
men who had often sat at His feet 
during the past three years and 
whom He had sent out to preach the 
gospel, heal the sick, and cast out 
devils. Having power over unclean 
spirits and their names written in 
heaven was not enough. There was 
yet another experience that was im- 
portant: they must receive the Holy 
Ghost.

QUARTERLY MEETING AND 
CONVENTION, BARBADOS,

Dear Church of God Family: It 
gives me much pleasure to send you 
a report of our quarterly meeting 


and convention, which convened 
January 11-18, inclusive. These meet- 
ings were a time long to be remem- 
bered. God was present in power. I 
am sorry that some of our brethren 
from the U.S.A. could not have been 
with us from the beginning through- 
out. 

The quarterly meeting on Sunday, 
January 11, was among the best our 
church has ever had. The day’s serv- 
ices commenced with a _ baptismal 
service at 8 a.m., when a large crowd 
gathered to witness 58 believers fol- 
low their Lord in water baptism. From 
the beach we went to the steel shed 
in the Queen’s Park, where over 1,400 
of our dear people met to worship 
and praise our God.

Bishop J. Stewart Brinsfield, our 
Executive Missions Secretary, was 
with us from Friday till the end of 
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the convention. Friday was a rainy 
day and the crowd was not so large, 
but the service closed with four seek- 
ers at the altar. Saturday we went 
with Bishop Brinsifeld to see the new 
Crab Hill church and the Jackman’s 
Building, in the morning; the after- 
noon was given over to ministers’ 
business meetings, presided over by 
our representative from Headquarters, 
which will greatly help us in the days 
to come. Sunday, the 18th, was the 
great day of the feast, with services 
in the park all day. At 10:30 a.m., 
Bishop J. Stewart Brinsfield brought a 
powerful message which blessed us 
all, and closed with 25 seekers at the 
altar. At 3 p.m., we had a very fine 
young people’s program, which was 
greatly enjoyed. At the night service, 
the steel shed was filled to overflow- 
ing, with hundreds unable to get in, 
there being over 2,000 present. Bishop 
Brinsfield brought a very powerful 
message, which was enjoyed, and 
many were the regrets that the con- 
vention could not continue. 

We surely did enjoy the short visit 
of our representative from Headquar- 
ters, and trust that if Jesus tarries 
and we are still alive, that someone 
will be able to come, and remain 
right to the end of our convention. 
During the quarterly meeting . and 
convention, 109 came to our altar 
seeking help from the Lord.—J. B.
